Washington, December 16.—There 
were “almost as many violators” of 
the selective service act during the 
war as there now are violators of 
the Volstead act, Representative An- 
drew J. Volstead, father of the lat- 
ter famous measure, was told to his 
face on Thursday, during a hearing 
by the house judiciary committee. 

The hearing was held on the bill 
of Representative Henry W. Watson, 
of Pennsylvania, which would ex- 
tend the statute of limitations to 
six years to apply to draft deserters 
and dodgers. Watson, in the course 
of his opening, declared he had been 
told there were more than 1,260,000 
stackers in the country. 

“This is outrageous,” exclaimed

Facts in the Case. 

In dismissing arguments of Mar- 
tens’ counsel, the secretary says: | 

“No one can*be an accredited of- | 
ficial of a foreign government with- 
in the meaning and under the juris 
diction of our Jaw simply because 
he is accredited by an unrecognized 
revolutionary government ™ as “its 
minister to or agent in this coun- 
try.” 

Wilson sums up the essentiai 
facts in the case by citing that 
Martens, though born and educated 
in Russia, was of German parent- 
age and recognized by Russian law 
as a German subject, was impris- 
oned in Russia for three years and 
then deported to Germany for rev- 
olutionary activities against the 
czar. He was a German subject 
when he arrived in this country in 
1916, but was made a Russian citi- 
zen by the provisional government 
in May or June, 1917, while he 
was living here. 

“He testified he was a member of 
the communist party before the 
Lusk committee in New York, and 
also before the senate committee in- 
vestigating bolshevist propaganda, 
but later qualified that by saying 
he had said it because he adhered 
to communist prniciples. He fur- 
ther declared he approved the third 
internationale.” 

Aims of Soviet Regime. 

After reviewing the aims and acts 
of the soviet government and the 
third internationale, Secretary Wil- 
son resumes: ‘ 

“There is no evidence to show 
that Martens has personally made 
any direct statement of a belief in 
the use of force or violence to over- 
throw the United States, nor is there 
any evidence that he has ever dis- 
tributed or caused to be distributed 
any literature containing any prop- 
aganda of that character, except 
the evidence to the effect that he 
attended meetings where revolu- 
tionary sentiments were expressed. 
Employed people in his office who 
had been convicted under the espion- 
age act, avowed his belief in the 
third internationale published a 
statement ending with the words: 
‘Long live the thrd internationale,’ 
and that secret couriers passed be- 
tween a representative of the soviet 
government in Sweden and members 
of his official staff, bringing to 
them diamonds and documents in 
violation of the laws and passport 
regulations of the United States.” 

Official of Soviet Regime. 

Secretary Wilson deduces that, 
after all, Martens is not a member 
of or affiliated with the Russian 
communist party or th third in- 
ternationale, but adds that he “is 
an official of and therefore a mem- 
bef of or affiliated with the soviet 
government, an organization that 
teaches or advocates the overthrow 
by force or violence of the govern- 
ment of the United States.” This 
fact. according to the secretary, 
“taken in conjunction with his ex- 
pressed belief in and approval of 
the third internationale, proves that 
he believes

The bill came up in 
regular order on the calendar under 
its name of “a bill to prohibit in- 
terference with commerce.” The 
clerk heard Poindexter’s “aye” and 
no “noes’’ whatever, the vice pres- 
ident declared the bill passed and 
the clerk proceeded to call the next 
one. Smoot continued gazing ab- 
stractedly at the joined tips of his 
fingers. Gronna peered across the 
room over the rims of his glasses, 
Heflin sat absorbed, apparently, in 
the glory of his new senatorship. 

Turned Out to Be “Dud” 

The high explosive shell had turn- 
ed out to be a dud—for the moment 
at least. Half an hour later there 
were signs that it might yet ex- 
plode, for Senator Hiram Johnson 
hurried into the chamber and inter- 
rupted a speech by Senator Thomas 
to ask what had happened in the 
matter of the Poindexter bill. His 
query brought out the information 
that a motion to reconsider had been 
made by Senator La Follette, though 
Senatgr Poindexter raised a ques- 
tion as to the Wisconsin senator’s 
presence in the chamber at the time 
the bill was passed. It appeared, 
however, that the reconsideration of 
the bill is possible—and likely. 

The Poindexter bill includes the 
anti-strike provisions of the Esch- 
Cummins act, which were stricken 
out in conferenee. These were in- 
tended to prevent railway employees 
from striking or inducing other em- 
Ployees to. strike. The bill also 
provides a similar restraint for em- 
ployees of concerns supplemental to 
railway operation, such as _ coal 
mines or rattway equipment manu- 
facturers, when such a strike is in- 
tended to hinder the operation of 
the railroads. An offense under the 
Proposed act would be a felony and 
the punishment provided is a fine 
not exceeding $10,000 or imprison- 


mént not exceeding ten years, or 
both.

Meantime the labor extremists 
are doing their best to make sure 
that the meeting of December 29 
will become a stampede.

Members of 
the right wing admit, of course, 
that there is only an outside chance 
for the stampede to succeed. 

Thursday’s conference heard a se- 
ries of speeches in the strongest 
terms and the report of the labor 
made a grave impression. 

“Newspaper accounts convey only 
a faint impression of the terrible 
havoc,” said the report. The fact 
that the black and tans extended 
the curfew hours from 3 o'clock

a fine stone schoolhouse, furnace 
heated and adequate to their needs 
for the first time in the history of 
tne county. 

Poor Cotton Crop. 

“The schoolhouse cost 25,000 
without the equipment. 

“The honds paid $15,000 of the 
cost. The people of the county have 
given $3,000 and they have given 
their notes for $2,000 more, which 
it will be almost impossible for 
them to pay this year on account 
of the 
corn and on account of the ravages 
of the boll-weevil which devastated 
the county. One man who ran 60 
plows last season only made 47 
bales of cotton, and his production 
is typical of the yield over the en- 
tire county. 

“This leaves then a balance of 
$7,000, the amount that is needed 
to complete the payment for the 
school. 

“The obligation rests more heav- 
ily, perhaps, on G. A. Adams, cash- 
ier of the Peoples’ bank, than on 
anyone else. To secure the payment 
of amount Adams has been com- 
Pelled to give as security his bank 
stock, liberty bonds and everything 
else that he has worked a lifetime 
to accumulate. There are those in 
his immediate family who do not 
fee] that it was wise for Mr. Adams 
t> assume this obligation, but he 
feels that it was only his Christian 
duty. 

“*And,’ said he to me as we talked 
the matter over in the back end of 
the little bank, ‘I have faith. I 
believe that my family shall not 
be deprived of that which they 
shall need because I have done this 
thing. I do not know how we 
will get the money to pay. but I 
believe that In some way it will be 
found.’ 

“For ten years since he was grad- 
uated from college, Johnson, the su- 
perintendent of the school, has been 
teaching and saving every penny 
that he did not need for the actual 
necessities of life. During that time 
he has accumulated $2,000 and he 
put every penny of it into the 
schoolhouse. Johnson is one of the 
very best teachers in the agricul- 
ture work in the state and he could, 
last year, when teachers were in 
such dergand, have gone into the 
best schools of this state, but he 
stayed on in this community with 
its problems because he felt that 
he was needed there and because 
he felt that there he was accom- 
nlishing some good for the boys and 
— with whom he came in con- 
tact. 


Interested in Task. 


“As we walked over the schoo) 
ground and Johnson talked of his 
work he did not seem to show any 
anxiety about the money that he 
had loaned to the school without se- 
curity; in fact. he only mentioned it 
in a very casual way. He seemed 
more interested in telling me of the 
things that he was doing with the 
help of.the boys and girls in the 
school. 


“That day they were making san- 
itary closets on the school ground. 
The pits had been dug, the day be- 
fore the boys from the agriculture 
class had made the forms for the 
concrete, and he told me that in the 
afternoon the boys would turn the 
concrete and pour it in the forms. 
He felt that this was an accomplish- 
ment of which the school should be 
proud, and he felt that it was good 
experience for it to be impressed

$7,000,000 LOSS 
CAUSED BY FIRE 


Jahncke Dry Docks Swept 
at New Orleans—Fire 


Electric Wire. 


New Orleans, December 16.—Work 
of rebuilding the Jahncke dry 
docks, Which were destroyed by fire 
this afternoon, entailing a loss esti- 
mated at approximately two million 
dollars, will begin at an ?arly hour 
tomorrow. Materials for rebuilding 
the wharves, docks, etc., are being 
assembled tonight and every availa- 
ble employée of the company will 
be placed at work on,.the job. 

The cause of the fire was not de- 
termined until it had practicclly 
consumed the wharf and had spread 
to a number of ships anchored 
nearby. Early reports were that 
no less than nine large ships were 
doomed to destruction in the flames. 
No lives were lost, and no one was 
seriously injured. 

Started by Broken Wire. 

The flames were started by the 
breaking of an eleétric wire under- 
neath the wharm. The broken wire 
fell into the river, the surface of 
which was covered with oil spilled 
from a tanker nearby. <As soon as 
it touched the oil-covered w ater it 
was short-circuited with a roar and 
aclash, thelatter igniting the pooi 
of oil, which sent a sheet of flame 
into the oil-soaked timbers of the 
wharf, 

Damage to shipping was confined 
to the steamers Dillwyn, ~avington 
and Dade County. The damage to 
the steamer John Adams, early re- 
ported destroyed, was slight. Esti- 
mates of officials distrnbute the dam- 
ages, a large amount of which is 
covered by insurance, as follows: 
Wharf and equipment, $900,000;

GET MEMBERSHIP 
IN WORLD LEAGUE 


| Bulgaria, Costa Rica, Fin- 
land and Luxembourg 
Are Admitted by Vote of 
Assembly. 


Geneva, Dec2mber 16.—(BY the 
Lanne Press.)—The league of 
nations increased its membership to 
46 states today by the admission 
of Bulgaria, Finland, Luxembourg 
and Costa Rica. None of them met 
with opposition, but there were 
some abstentions from voting on 
their admission, led by the French 
delegates, who explained that al- 
though they held no grievance 
against Bulgaria, they lacked suf- 
ficient information and preferred 
not to act either way. 

Armenia came up again today to 
trouble the assembly. To do some- 
thing for Armenia has appeared to 
be the slogan of several members 
since the bFegianing of the meeting. 
including Jeading figures such ae 
Lurd Robert Cecil, who represents 
South Africa in the assembly. The 
committee on thé admission of new 
states having decided that Arme- 
nia could not be admitted now, 
Lord Robert asked the agsembiy at 
least to hold out the hope tnat Ar- 
meni will be dopted into the fam- 
ily of nations next year and to wish 
well to President Wilson in his mis- 
sion of mediation Qetween the Ar- 
menians and Turkish nationalists. 

Armenia and: Bolsheviki. 

Edward D. Millen, of Australia, 
suggested it might be wise to find 
out whether it was true Armenia 
had gone polshevik and had made 
peace with Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
the national leader, before insisting 
further on the proposal of media- 
tion. George Nicoll Barnes, of the 
English delegation, asked whether 
it would not be wise to drop the 
whole subject rather than .c<is« a 
vote. If the vote should be newga- 
tive, he declared, it would be like 
a slap in the face to Armenia; if 
favorable, it might prove to be 
without tangible results. 

It was pointed out that Armenia 
was a signatory of the treaty of 
Sevres the Turkish peace treaty 
and the question was raised wheth- 
er the ratification of that treaty 
when it was accomplished would not 
make her automatically a member 
of the league. 


Wilson and Armenia. 
The assembly passed a resolution 


presented by Delegate Roweil, of 
Canada, expressing the hope that 
President Wi!son’s efforts would re- 


‘sult in the saving of Armenia and 


the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment so that she might be ad- 
mitted to the league in the not far 
distant future. 

The assembly involved itself in a 
tangle of procedure which Kene 
of France, as usua un- 
ravaled by the simple suggeStion to 
send the whole question back to the 
mittee which, of course, would be 
unable to report at this assembly. 

On the question of admitting 
Costa Rica, Dr. Nansen, or Norway, 
explained that the only doubt in his 
mind was whether Costa Rica was 
not too small a country, but in view 
of the membership of its neighbor, 
Panama, he decided Costa Rica 
could not be excluded on that score, 

Antonio Huneus, of Chile, and Se- 
nor Restrepo, of Colombia, asked 
that the assembly vote unanimously 
in admitting “Costa Rica. 

Baltic States Excluded. 

The entire afternoon session was 
occupied in holding out hope to 
Esthonia, Lithuania and  Letvia, 
whose applications for admission 
were rejected by the. committee 
These states, found advocates in 
Delegates Restrepo, of Colombia, 
Schanzer, of Italy, and Prince 
Dowle, of Persia. M. Viviani sald: 

‘“T join all those who express sym- 
pathy with, or hope for the Baltic 
states, but there is a grave ques- 
tinn involved. There is an article 
in the covenant which has made 


some noise in the world—aArticle 10 
—which requires the members of 
the league to go to the aid of a “e}- 
low member who is attacked. Now, 
who will be ready to go to aid i: 
the defense of those Baltic stats? 
Let those who vote to admit them 
first make sure their governments 
are ready to send troops to defend 


| them?” 

| On the roll call Esthonia was re- 
_ jected by 27 votes out of 35 cast. 
| Letvia and Lithuania each received 
five votes out of 29. 


Canada and the Pacific. 


N. W. Rowell, of Canada, gave no- 
tice to the committee that Canada, 
as a Pacific ocean power, took a 
special interest in the Russian ques- 
tion. He deciared that question had 
been raised in its entirety by the 
proposed relations between the 
league and the states carved out of 
the former Russian empire. _. 

Although the Baltic states had the 
full sympathy of Canada, he asser't- 
ed, the situation in Russia might 
change, and the league might find 
itself faced by a new government 
claiming access to the sea, in which 
eventuality the league would incur 
grave responsibility. 

At the opening of today’s session 
President Hymans announced that 
the request for conside.ution of the 
Tacna-Arica case at this session of 
the assembly had been withdrawn 
with the request that it be put on 
the agenda of the next assembly, 
to meet in September.

Ballots Sold 
As Waste Paper 


Ford’s Secretary Bought 
Some of the Ballots and 
They Will Figure in the 
Contest Before Senate. ° 


Washington, December 16.—Pre- 
paratory to beginning a recount of 


the ballots cast in the Michigan sen- 
atorial election contest of 1918 baea- 
tween Truman H. Newberry, repub- 
lican, and Henry Ford, democrat, 
the senate elections committee to- 
day heard testimony relative to al- 
leged accidental destruction of 1i,- 
QUU ballots cast in the election. 

Election officials from two of the 
townships were called before tha 
committee to give their version of 
the manner in which the missing 
ballots were destroyed, while attor- 
neys for Mr. Ford, whose contest of 
the seat now held by Newberry, is 
before the committee, traced 
through witnesses the approximate- 
ly 7,700 ballots cast in the city of 
Saginaw, from their sale as waste 
paper by a city hall janitor to a 
junk dealer, from whom Fred R. 
olsen, assistant secretary to For 
purehased them. Dolsen told the 
committee the Saginaw ballots baled 
as waste paper were now locked up 
in a-warehouse of the Ford Motor 
company ‘at Highland Park, a De- | 
troit suburb. j 

Coincident with the beginning by 
the senate committee of its hearings, | 
counsel for Senator Newberry and 
others convicted with him on 
charges of conspiring to violate fed- 
eral laws in the senatorial election, 
filed briefs n the supreme court 
supportnge their appeal from the 
lewer court. The briefs contended 
that the corrupt practices act un- 
der which the convictions were 
made, was inapplicable to the case. 
The contention also was made that 
the act deals with accounts spent 
by the candidate himself and not 
with amounts voluntarily contrib- 
uted by supporters. 

The committee’s investigation into 
the missing Saginaw ballots brought 
testimony from John Walhier, the 
city hall janitor, that it was custo- 
mary to dispose of ballots after the 
election board of canvassers had fin- 
ished with them. He said he re- 
ceived seven dollars for them while 
Samuel Lenick, the waste paper 
dealer, testified that he sold the 
ballots after bailing them as waste 
paper to Dolsen for $155.81. Attor- 
neys for Ford announced they would 
ask the committee to open the bales 
and recount the, ballots. 

-The township election officials 
from districts in which the ballots 
are missing, testified that they were 
unable to recall any court order 
to preserve the ballots and accord- 
inglv had destroyed them as custo- 
mary. The committee, after hearing 
the testimony of the two townships 
officials and being informed by at- 
torneys for Ford that ballots had 
been destroyed in ten other town- "fa 
ships instructed counsel for both 
sides to review their briefs as to 
the additional testimony with a 
view to its elimination if a similar- 
ity is shown. The hearings will con- 
tinue tomorrow,

This is the largest ginning fig- 
ure of any state in the belt except 
Texas, with its 3,423,111 bales. 


South Carolina closely follows Geor- 
gia with 1,259,029 bales in same 
period. 

While Georgia has ginned less cot- 
ton than it did in 1919, the statis- 
tics show that of the 1920 crop, 
to date, practically all of the other 
states in the south have ginnea 
more bales than in 1919.

While on farm subjects, let me say 


that the department of agriculture'| 


has served fertilizer manufacturers 
with notices that their schedules of 
prices for 1921 are too high, based 
on ‘the lower prices of entering 
chemicals and raw materials. 

Within the past two weeks, the 
acid phosphate price has declined 
from $20 a ton to $17 a ton, on 
the basis of Baltimore quotations, 
and the price will probably continue 
to decline, as the stocks on hand 
are, in reality, large. Infor :ation 
has reached the department that 
not only is the cost of material fall- 
ing, but that the cost of manufac- 
ture is also decreasing. Pebble 
phosphate is away off. 

The Lever food control act does 
not authorize the fixing of prices of 
fertilizers, but manufacturers who 
exact an unjust or unreasonable 
profit will be subject to prosecution. 
Notwithstanding the fact that some 
of the raw materials used in the 
manufacture of fertilizer Were pur- 
chased at prices higher than those 
now prevailing, the department feels 
that. in view of existing market 
conditions, the prices of mixed fer- 
tilizers quoted by manufacturers for 
the spring trade of 1921 are too high. 

The consuming public is vitally 
concerned in this matter, for the 
reason that the maintenance of high 
prices for fertilizers, ata time when 
the prices of farm products have 
greatly declined, may result in a 
curtailment of the use of fertilizers 
and a reduction in acreage and in 
vield per acre of crops planted. 
The opportunity is presented, as 
shown above, for a greater range 
in fertilizer prices for the spring 
geason of 1921 than is usual under 
normal conditions. If the prices 
the manufacturers are now putting 
forth, which are based upon the 
units costs of September 25, prevail 
during the entire season, it will be 
necessary for the individual farmer 
who uses fertilizers to « -ercise un- 
usual care in shaping his operations 
so as to avoid undue risk of finan- 
cial loss in his effort to maintain 
normal production of essential 
crops. 

The Lever act may be amended 
go as to include fertilzer profi- 
teering.

THE CAUSE OF MIGRAINE. 

No one ¢can account for the oc- 
currence of epilepsy and no one can 
account for the occurrence of mi- 
Zraine in certain families, but we 


know that these conditions both 
prevail in some families as inherit- 
ed states. One or both parents may 
have been an alcoholic habitue, hys- 
terical, an epileptic, a subject of 
migraine, or mentally abnormal; 
one or more children in such a fam- 
ily will be likely to be neurotic, epi- 
leptic, subject to migraine or some 
mental abnormality. 

Most cases of migraine begin in 
early youth or voung adult life. 
Few cases begin after thirty. This 
is also true of epilepsy. As I have 
said before, good students of the 
Subject have described migraine 
(periodic one-sided sick headaches 
ushered in by brilliant or blind 
scotomata) as the “sensory equiva- 
lent” of epileptic seizures. 

In an individual with the here- 
ditary migrainous disposition, ‘ien, 
it s probable that varous minor de- 
fects or disturbances may precipi- 
tate or favor the occurrence of mi- 
graine seizures—defects which 
would scarcely annoy a person with 
sound nervous gtability. Thus, that 
ordinary degree of eyestrain which 
practically every civilized individ- 
ual presents if examined, may in 
some cases be a definite factor and 
one worthy of the careful attention 
of a good oculist. But it is futile 
and illogical to imagine that this 
well-nigh universal imperfection of 
Vision is a frequent factor of hHead- 
aches of any kind, for experience 
has shown that the eyestrain is 
really concerned in only about three 
in every hundred cases. 

Likewise fatigue, constipation, ex- 
cessive indulgence in food, emo- 
tional upsets or any kind, mav be 
the inciting causes in the case of 
an individual who has the migrain- 
ous dispositon. Those who are con- 
tent to conceive “biliousness” as an 
inciting cause should learn‘that the 
usual factor of “biliousness” jis not 
the liver or any ‘shortcomings in 
its function, but overeating or lack 
of sufficient exercise, or both. 

Nearly a third of all cases of mi- 
graine begin in childhood, some- 
time between the fifth and tenth 
years of age, and the other two- 
thirds appear in youth or early adult 
life. Suppesed migraine or similar 
attacks appearing for the first time 
after the age of thirty, suggest, like 
late appearing epileptic’ attacks. 
some developing lesion of the ner- 
vous system rather than true mi- 
graine or, if it be an epileptic trou- 
ble, true epilepsy. Thus insidious 
abscess of the brain, brain tumor, 
and apoplexy have been mistaken 
for migraine appearing in individ- 
uals over thirty. 

Decayed teeth are sometimes a 
precipitating factor of migraine, 


Slight abnormalities within the na- 
sal chambers have apparently pre- 
cipitated migraine in numerous in- 
tances. In children with this dis- 
ositon, therefore, the teeth and the 
nose and throat require careful ex- 
amination.

Washington, December 16.—By* 
the line of questioning adopted by 
the senate finance committee ‘ 
ward the proponents of the soldiers’ 
bonus bill who are now appearing 
before it at hearings, it oecomes 
increasingly evident that the come 
mittee, even if it should report the 
bill favorably, will seek to postpone 
its taking effect until 1923 or 1923, 
in view of the present financial site 
uation of the country. 

As the bill passed the house its _ 
benefits to the ex-service men 
would not be available until April, 
1921. The suggestion of further ex- 
tension was first made on Thursday 
by Senator McCumber, of North Da- 
kota, acting chairman of the com- 
mittee in the absence of Senatgr 
Penrose. 

Question for Legion. 

After reading a statement of the 
seneral financial situation ending 
um with the estimate of a deficit of 
$2,300,000,000 by June 30, 1921, Mik- 
Cumber asked Gilbert Bettma 
chairman of the American Legion's 
legislative committee: 

“If it should be the conclusion of 
congress that it is impossible to 
float the necessary bonds to meet 
this additional demand, and if the 
American Legion felt that the bill 
would be passed ust as soon as it 
could be done, would there Be .ob- 
jection on the legion’s part if ac- 
tion were postponed so as to have 
the benefits begin, say, Mm 1922?” 

Bettmann replied that he did not 
consider that a matter for the le- 
gion to advise upon. “We are here,” 
he said, “simply to present the va< 
lidity of a claim. Our judgments 
as to how or when the debtor shail 
pay that claim are valueiess com- 
pared to that of the judgment of 
your committee.” 

“But your bill provides for @ 
method of payment,” interjected 
Senator McLean, of Connecticut. 

“Not our bill,” Bettmann core 
rected. “That Is the bill of the 
ways and means committee of tht 
house. They devised tne means of 
rayment. We promised tne commite- 
tee we would defend in the publie 
forum whatever means they fetind 
to meet our claim and would abide 
by their judgment.” 

“If. we delay action for three or 
four years,” asked Senator LaFol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, “will you still 
defend us?’ 

“I didn’t say that,” Bettmann ree 
plied. 

Galbraith Urges Measure. 

The heads of both the largest ex- 
service men’s organizations, the 
American Legion and the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, appeared in per- 
son before the committee Thursda 
to urge the bill's passage. Frederic 
W. Galbraith, Jr., national cominan- 
der of the legion, after expressing 
doubt that the vast majority of men 
would elect the cash payment — 
said: 

“We do believe that an educae- 
tional campaign, setting forth the 
value of the more productive ope- 
tions offered in the bill, will result 
in the men choosing the alterna-a 
tive features to the cash settle- 
ment. We believe that a man who#g 
is put fn a position to own his homa 
his farm, to buy a small business 
or to receive vocational training - 
will be an even better citizen than 
he was during the war, if he is bet- 
ter than that he’s the best citizen 
under the sun. Some people have 
said that the ex-soldlers need a 
gaurdian. They don’t. All they need 
is an opportunity to make theme 
selves more useful to the nation 
than they are now. 

“We believe the men will use this 
aid as an attempt to equalize their 
condition with those who didn’t 
have to go into the service. They 
realize they never can equalize it; 
they don’t expect to. All they want 
is aid, and they want that as soon 
as in the judgment of congress it 
can be made avalilable.”’ 

Major Galbraith sharply attacked 
the administration for the treatment 
of disabled service men. He said 
congress had beén liberal with 
funds for this purpose, but that the 
federal agencies charged with cara 
rying on the work had not co-op¢ 
erated and funetidOned properly. 


Asking for Square Deal. 


Robert G. Woodside, of Pitta’ ¢ 
burg, national commander of the 
veterans of foreign wars, declared 
his organization to be solidly bee 
hind the bill. “All we're asking for 
is a square deal, not charity,” he 
asserted. He made a particular 
plea for the men who were in reg- 
ular army divisions and were held 
in Europe long after the others 
came home; who, he said, often had 
found it impossible to get their old 
jobs back. 

Carl Calvin, for the world ,war 
veterans, claiming 250,000 members, 
and Sol Lovenblien, for the rank and 
file veterans’ association, claiming 
15,000, were heard briefly. 

; On the floor of the senate, later 
in the day, Senator Thomas of Col« 
orado belabored the bonus bill, 
saying it would increase the indebt« 
edness of the United States by $2,- 
500,000,000, and charging that the 
house had passed it through fea z 
of members having to go on aah 

ord against it. “The only way we 
can stop these things,” he said, “ig 
by the absence of a roll call.”

wife had quarrelled, saying once the 
wife locked Shepard out of their 
room at a hotel in California and 
that last May shortly before his 
death, Mrs. Elmer, then Mrs. Shep- 
ard, had scratched his face.

was going back to California, Mrs.

Mrs. Crandall declared that Mrs. 


Henry and Ernest Hopson were 
Present and that Mrs. Henry re- 
marked to Hopson “if anything is 
going to be done, now is the time 
te do it.” Mrs. Henry then persuad- 
ed Shepard to go to her home in 
Perry, Ga., Mrs. Crandall said, and 
he left in an automobile with Mrs. 
Henry and Hopson. 
Others Testify. 

Preceding Mrs. Crandall, a number 
of other witnesses told of the last 
week of Shepard’s life. On cross- 
examination of L. L. Brown, of Fort 
Valley, attorney for the Shepard 
family, the defense sought to bring 
out that Shepard was a chronic suf- 
ferer from a complication of dis- 
eases and was a “heavy drinker.” 

Brown mentioned seven afflic- 
tions, of which he said Shepard had 
complained, including throat trou- 
ble, dyspepsia, varicose veins and 
appendicitis. He also said Shepard 
drank “frequently.” 

Dr. G. W. Nelson, of Marshallville, 
described a severe attack of nausea 
Shepard suffered while visiting 
Marshallville four days before his 
death. He said he did not suspect 
ted the symptoms were similar to 


those following poison. 
Arrive Early. 
The four defendants were in the 


courtroom well in advance of. 10:30 
o'clock, the opening hour on 
Thursday, the third day of the 
hearing:. 

AS appears to have become the 
custom with the defendants, Mrs. 
Cutts took her seat towards the 
rear, with her special friends, while 
Mrs. Elmer, Mrs. Henry and Ernest 
Hopson sat together near the 
front. Occasionally Mrs. Cutts spoke 
with Mrs. Henry or Hopson, but she 
has not. beer observed to communi- 
cate in any way with Mrs. Elmer. 
sAll of the defendants seemed to 
be in gala spirts today except Mrs. 
Elmer, who became very nervous 
soon after entering court, and often 
apeared to be upon the verge of 
tears. 

Solicitor General Garrett opened 
the day’s proceedings by placing Dr. 
G. W. Nelson, of Marshallville, Ga., 
on the stand. Dr. Nelson testified 
that he attended Fred Shepard in 
Marshallville on May 27, 1929: that 
Shepard was at that time suffering 
from dysentery and abdominal 
pains, for which he prescribed bis- 
muth and deodorizeqd tincture of 
opium.

Louis L. Brown, administrator of 
the Alfred Shepard estate and an 
attorney of Fort Valley, was placed 
on the stand. 

* Q. “How long did you 
Fred Shepard” 

A. “About fourteen years.” 

Mr. Brown then related personal 
details concerning the last time 
that he had ever seen Fred Shep-

day or Friday prior to his death. He 
was then asked whether he had 
ever received a phone call from Ab- 
beville bearing upon the case. He 
answered: ; 

“Some weeks after the death of 
Mr. Shepard I had a phone call from 
Abbeville which purported to be 
from Mfs. Annie Cutts.” 

Here the defense entered vigor- 
ous objections to the admission of 
evidence based upon a phone call 
when the other party could not be 
identified, and the objections were 
sustained. 

The solicitor then ended his ex- 
amination and Judge Ross began 
his cross-examination of Brown. 


Evasive Replies. 


After many evasive replies, Mr. 
Brown admitted that Fred Shep- 
ard had been an habitual drinker, 
“mixing lemon and sugar and wa- 
ter with his white liquor.” He also 
testified that Shepard had founa 
it necessary often to take purging 
medicines. 

Attorney Elsworth Hall suddenly 
asked the witness whether Shepard 
had suffered from some throat af- 
fection which caused him to clear 
his throat constantly. Mr. Brown 
— that he had some such trou- 

e. 

Here the defense indicated that 
it would attempt to break down 
the testimony of Dr. John Funke 
relative to the esophagus bearing 
white corrosive spots upon it and 
thus establish the fact that what- 
ever may have been found in the 
viscera originated there rather than 
entered through the mouth. On 
Brown’s testimony it was further 
established that Shepard was af- 
flicted with varicocele. 


Signs of Illness. 


R. B. Meis and L. M. Johnson next 
Were placed upon the stand in or- 
der and their testimony merely 
tended to establish the fact that on 
Friday, May 27, Shepard had vis- 
ited certain of his farms and ex- 
hibited to these two men marked 
signs of illness, which he ‘attrib- 
uted to dysentery. Further, that 
Ernest Hopson appeared at each 
of these two farms either shortly 
after or before Shepard had been 
there and told the two witnesses 
that his “dad” was sick. 

E. J. Martin, of Marshallviille, 
was introduced and testified much 
the same as the above witnesses. 

There was a decided stir and rip- 
Ple of excitement in the courtroom 
when the state called for Mrs. Alice 
Crandall, resident of Fort Valley, and 
sister of Shepard. She entered the 
courtroom with a quiet dignity, 
dressed in simple, dark-blue cloth- 
ing. She took the stand without 
exhibiting undue nervousness. _ So. 
licitor Garrett opened the examina- 
tion. The etstimony which Mrs. 
Crandall proceeded to give, follows, 
with the questions omitted for 
brevity: , 

Received Telegram. 

“I received a wire in Los Angeles, 
Cal., on the night of May 31, an- 
nouncing that Fred D. Shepard was 
very ill, and urging me to come to 
Fort Valley at once. I arrived in 
Fort Valley on the afternoon of 
June 5, to find that he had already 
been buried.” 

In answer to the question, wheth- 
er she had known any of the de- 
fendants previously, she replied: 

“On the following day, June 6, I 
went to Perry to the home of Mrs. 
Ioma Henry, where, I understood, 
Mrs. Elmer was. I had never before 
seen Mrs. Henry or Mr. Hopson. I 
knew Mrs.- Elmer. I saw them all 
at that time, and brought Mrs. El- 
mer back to Fort Valley with me. 


She left the next day for Perry in 
company with Ernest Hopson, 
“While at my home, Mrs. Elmer 
had very little to say about Fred 
Shepard. She stated that she was 
sorry for a misunderstanding which 


took place while in California, and 
for the way she had treated him. 
She also reiterated the statement 
that she had not married him for 
his money. 

Son Signs Bond. 

“The next time that I saw Mrs. 
Elmer (then Mrs. Shepard) was 
when she came to Fort Valley in 
company with E. H. Cutts, repre- 
Senting her as attorney, and Louis 
L. Brown, forth epurpose of arrang- 
ing a surety bond of Mrs. Elmer, as 
administratrix of my brother’s es- 
tate. Later, m yson, Fred Crandall, 
Signed that bond for $20,000 or 
$25,000. 

‘“‘Soms few days later,I again saw 
Mrs. Elmer when she came to my 
home and inquired about $1,500 of 
bonds which she said Fred pos- 
sessed. I knew nothing of any pa- 
pers Or money of my brother’s, and 
told her so. Up to that time my 
relations with Mrs. Emer had been 
of the most agreeable.

“On July 17, I, in company with 
my son, Fred Crandall, J. S. MeMil- 
lan and my son-in-law, Alfred Hume, 
Jr., went to Abbeville, but did not 
see Mrs. Cutts. On July 18 (later 
Mrs, Crandall was uncertain wheth- 
er this took place on the 17th or 
18th), I, with Fred Crandall and Al- 
fr¢.1 Hume, went to Mrs. Cuts’ home, 
and I had a three hours’ conver- 
sation with her.” 

Dispute Over Testimony. 

Here a rather bitter fight be- 
tween attorneys for the Prosecution 
and the defense ensued as to 
whether the Cutts-Crandall conver- 
sation should be admitted as evidence 
against all of the defendants. At- 
torney Berner declared:

John Garrett Killed—An- 
other Wounded. 


Reynolds, Ga., December 16.— 
(Special.)—R. W. Jackson, federal] 
prohibition officer, and John Gar- 
rett, an alleged moonshiner, were 
shot and killed, and Napoleon Gar- 
rett, brother of John Garrett, was 


probably fatally wounded in a pis- | 
tol battle between a gang of al-' 
federal | 


legei moonshiners and a 
raiding squad a few miles west of 
Butler in Taylor county. 

Agent Jackson came to Reynolds 
this morning from Macon with 
Agents Ed English and John Causey 
for the purpose of raiding a still, 
which was said to be in operation 
on the farm of John Wadsworth. 

When the still was raided John 
Wadsworth and two negroes were 
arrested at the still, which was then 
destroyed. A quantity of whisky 
was confiscated. The officers start- 
ed to bring their prisoners to Rey- 
nolds in their automobile when they 
were accosted by John and Napoleon 
Garrett, Who are said to have de- 
manded the release of the three 
men. 

Their demands being refused, the 
Garretts tried to draw the officers 
into’ an argument and hot words 
ensued. Both sides, it is said, im- 
me iately opened fire. John Gar- 
rett was instantly killed. Agent 
Jackson was shot through the lungs 
and died after he had been brought 
to Reynolds. Napoleon Garrett is 
not expected to recover. A number 
of arrests have already been made 
in connection with the shooting, 
and officers have gone to the scene 
of the tragedy, supposedly to make 
further arrests. 

Agent Jackson was a native of 
Newnan, Coweta county, and had 
made Newnan his home the greater 
part of his life. Before entering 
government service in 1918, he was 
deputy \ sheriff of Coweta county. 
lie was Known to practically every 
citizen of the county. 

Jackson was.an active member of 
the Central Methodist church. He 
is survived by his widow and five 
young children. Arrangements are 
being made to have the body re- 
moved to Newnan Friday morning. 


News of the tragic death of Fed- 
eral Prohibition Agent R. W. Jack- 
so. was a shock to federal offi- 
cials in Atlanta Thursday. Agent 
Jackson worked in the Newnan dis- 
trict under the supervision of Su- 
pervising Agent D. J. Gantt, of At- 
lanta, and was one of the most pop- 
ular members of the force.

FFICIALS TO PROBE FARMERS FACING 


LOSS OF BILLIONS 


Charles S. Barrett Tells 
St. Louis Conference. 
More Direct Marketing 
Method Advocated. 


St. Louis, December 16.—The re- 
tail price of farm products could be 
reduced 50 per cent and the agri- 
cultyrists would realize a greater 
profit if the farmers sold direct to 
the consumer, C. S. Barrett, Union 
City, Ga., told the nation-wide con- 
ference of agricultural represent- 
atives, which opened here today. 

Mr. Barrett said the purpose of 
the conference was to work out 
plans for a more direct method of 
marketing. He recommended™ the 
establishment by farmers of a chain 
of retail stores where sales would 
be made direct to the consumer. 

He asserted farmers would lose 
approximately $5,000,000,000, about 
one-fourth the amount of the na- 
tional debt, if they sold wheat, cot- 


ent prices. 

A resolution protesting against 
an amendment to the Capper-Hers- 
man bill, passed by the senate yes- 
terday, was adopted at the confer- 
ence. The resolution asserted the 
amendment, which states that noth- 
ing in the bill should conflict with 
existing legislation, nullifies that 
feature of the measure which allows 
collective marketing of agricultural 
products. 

The conference, called by the 1 
tional poard of farm organizations, 
is said to represent sixteen farm- 
ers’ organizations throughout the 
United States with a combined 
membership of approximately 1,500,- 


000. It will continue through Sat- 
urday. 

The representation here is princi- 
pally from the grain and cotton pro- 
ducing sections of the country, the 


officers said. 

Plans, which were suggested to 
the delegates as affording a ven- 
ture of relief, included the setting 
up of national marketing machin- 
ery to sell produce and purchase 
agricultural supplies, and the estab- 
lishing of banking institutions in 
the various states through co-op- 
eration of the several farm organ- 
izations to strengthen their credit.

of farm organizations,in advocating 
these measures before the confe 
ence asserted that a national mar- 
ket would “save millions” to pro-

Insurance Concerns 
May Decide to Drop 


Business in Mississippi | 


Jackson, Miss., December 16.— 
Representatives of 139 fire insur- 
ance companies who have been 
here in conference over the suit to 
collect damages instituted by reve- 
nue agent Stokes V. Robinson, left 
for New Orleans this afternoon 
where the entire ‘matter will be 
laid before heads of the fire insur- 
ance companies and a decision 
made as to whether or not the com- 
panies will retire from the state. 

Revenue Agent Robinson’s suit 
alleges a combination in restraint of 
trade exists among the companies 
and his suit for penalties, if success- 
ful would mean judgment for the 
state against the companies of more 
than two billion dollars, the revenue 
agent’s commissions alone amount- 
ing to more than $4,000,000,000. 

The revenue agent has garni- 
sheed all the funds in the hands 
of the state agents or in banks to 
the credit of the insurance compan- 
ies involved to insure the payment 
of judgments in the event the suits 
are won. The cases have been 
set for trial in the courts of this 
ec unty next month. 

Conferences were held in the of- 
fice of the stat#@insurance commis- 
sioner today., The commissioner 
does not endorse the suits, he has 
announced, and wat today’s meeting 
he attempted to persuade the com- 
panies to continue business in the 
state, but he says he has doubts 
as to whether he succeeded.
